They demand th at such men 
be either employed as skilled me­ 
chanics a t $85 a month or as help­ 
ers at $65 a month. In the city of 
Chicago all of the skilled men are 
unionized, but there are some jobs 
in the county that have upon their 
rolls only a small percentage of 
union men and it is to correst such 
a condition th at the unions are tak ­ 
ing their men off all jobs in the 
suburban district. 
The unions arem aking it plain 
th at they are not attem pting to in­ 
crease their membership, but are 
trying to put their men to work.

A s­ 
signm ents of the pupils have been 
made covering their individual sub­ 
jects, lockers, gym nasium, study 
hall seats, tex t books rentals and 
the fee cards. The new* school year 
could sta rt tomorrow* so far as the 
school office is concerned, but the 
calendar says th at it is vacation 
time. 
The registration for the various 
classes are: freshm en 133, sopho­ 
m ore 130, junior 121, senior 131. 
The high school ever since its es­ 
tablishm ent nearly 30 years ago, 
shows ail increasing enrollm ent and 
if the grow th continues at its pres­ 
ent pace, the enrollm ent will reach 
750 a t the end of another ten years. 
Tuition pupils from Lake county 
are being discouraged and no new 
students from th at territory will 
be adm itted next year. There is no 
room for expansion in the present 
building and some thought must be 
given very soon to building expan­ 
sion th at w’ill care for the enroll­ 
m ent of the coming years. 
Incidently, the per capita cost

tian Science Board of Directors 
who declared the lessons of history 
show such governing bodies to be 
“of few' days and full of trouble.”

movement,

standards for authorized period­ 
icals, and a larger num ber of re­ 
quests from groups of non-Seien- 
tists for representative C hristian 
Scientists to address them. 
Directors* Report 
Mr. Palm er, reading the state- 
| m ent from the Directors, reported 
th at The M other Church has grown 
substantially 
in 
num bers during 
the past year; is united, harm oni­ 
ous, and without debt. Then con­ 
tinuing on the them e of world re­ 
lations he read, in part: 
“ More im portant than all, how­ 
ever, is the m arked success with 
which 
the 
healing 
m inistry 
of 
Christian Science is being practiced 
throughout the world. It also indi- 
I cates th at the day is approaching 
I when 
responsible heads of gov­ 
e rn m e n ts will see th at undue re­ 
liance upon m aterial m eans and 
methods to accomplish their ends 
inevitably results in failure and 
defeat. They will then realize th at 
no nation is stronger 
than the 
moral fiber of its people, and that a 
nation can become truly great and 
perm anently endure only to the ex­ 
tent th at spiritual qualities are 
cultivated in the thoughts of its 
citizens and perm itted freely to op­ 
erate in the governm ent of their 
lives.” 
The Directors further called the 
attention of Christain Scientists to 
the responsibility they have in re­ 
spect to upholding such fundam ent­ 
al issues of life as cultivation of 
good will and preservation of a 
system of governm ent protecting 
the civil rights of its people and 
ensuring to them freedom of speech, 
of the press, and of religious wor­ 
ship.

community.”

Society, stated that the Trustees 
seek every opportunity to em pha­ 
size the fact th at true progress in 
our publishing activities is sp irit­ 
ual unfoldm ent rath er than m ater­ 
ial gain. 
Medical Regimentation 
The Hon. C. A ugustus Norwood, 
M anager of Committees on Publica­ 


tion, expressed the stand Christian ; 
Scientists should take on the ques- j 
tion of medical regim entation. 
“ Medical regim entation,” he de­ 
clared, “appears well entrenched, 
from the League of Nations down 
through national, state, county, and 
local health departm ents; and the 
public in general was never nip re. 
apathetic with regard to it.
